THE EXTRA SESSION VIRTUALLY CLOSED.

Wasnincros, D. C., June 80.—The extra 
session is virtually ended, and Congress will 
adjourn to-morrow. The annual appropriations 
for the Legislative and Executive Departments 
of the Government and for the army have all 
been made untrammeled by the political legts- 
lation which was in the original bills as re- 
ported by the Democrats, and appropriations 
have been made for the different branches of 
the judicial service with the exception of the 
fees of the Marshals and their Deputies. The 
bili making these appropriations had been 
made a catch-all into which the political legis- 
lation eliminated from the other bills had 
been gathered, and the President very vrop- 
erty refused to approve it. When the Senate 
was given an opportunity by Mr. Windom to 
pass the vetoed Ap tion bill without 
riders, an opportunity was Offered for the much- 
talked-of iadependent De ts to have step- 
ped to the front. But the 

DID NOT MAKE THEIR APPEARANCE, 
and the majority of the added by way 
of amendment all of the political legislation 
which Mr. Windom had proposed to leave off. 

When this had been done Mr. Eaton moved 
to indefinitely postpone the further considera- 
tion of the amended biil, which wil! accordingly 
slumber on the table of the President of the 
Senate until next winter. 

The responsibility for to make ap- 
propriation to pay the fees of Marshals and 
Deputy-Marshals reste wiih the Democragic 
Senators. 

The President to-night, to several members of 
Congress who called upon him, stated that, in 
view of the developments in Congress to-day, be 
had determined not to call an extra session at 
present.

resulted from a session called for midsummer 
and in the present condition of the party feel- 
Ang. Had the Republican Senators chosen to 
permit the final adjournment resolution to 


have passed the Senate today they 
would have been volunteer parties, by 
waiving the rules, to an adjournment 


without having exhausted every means to 
secure the passage of the appropriation bills.

why the Democrats should have approved the 
bill. But the Democrats, as a party, squarely 
voted down the proposition of the Republicans 
to appropriate for Marshats after they had heard 
the President’s second message, and they reso- 
lutely announced that it was Democratic policy 
not to make any appropriations whatever. More 
than that, in the Senate they reaffirmed their 
position by voting upon the Windom bill the re- 
strictive feature of the vetoed bill. :

THE VETO MESSAGE. 
OBJECTIONS IN DETAIL. 


the President to-day: 

To the House of Representatives: I return to 
"the House of Representatives, in which it orié- 
inated, the bill entitled An act making appro- 
priations to pay the fees of the United Stated 
Marshals and their General Deputies,” witn the 
following objections to its becoming a law: 
The bill appropriates the sum of $600,000 for 
the payment, during the fiscal year ending J une 
80, 1880, of United States. Marshals and their 
General Deputies. The officers thus provided 
for are essential to the faithful execution of the 
laws. They were createa and their powers and 
duties defined by Congress at the first session 
after the adoption of the Constitution in the 
Judiciary act, which was approved Sept. 24, 1789. 
Their general duties, as defined in the act which 
originally establishes them, were substantially 
the same as those prescribed in the statutes now 
in force. 

THE PRINCIPAL PROVISION 


on the subject in the Revised Statutes is as fol- 
ows: 

Sc. 787. It shall de the duty of the Marshal of 
each district to atiend the District and Circuit 
Courts when sitting therein, and to execute 
throughout the district all lawfal precepts directed 
to him and issued under the authority of the 
United States; and he shall have power to com- 
mand all the uecessary assistance in the execution 
of his duty. 

The original act, was amended Feb, 28, 1795, 
and the amendment is now found in the Revised 
Statutes in the following form: 

Szc. 788. The Marshals and their Deputies shal! 
have, in each State, the same powers in executing 
the laws of the United States as Sheriffs and their 
Deputies in such Siate may have by law in execut- 
ing the laws thereof. 

BY SUBSEQUENT STATUTES 
additional duties have been from time to time 
imposeél upon the Marshals and their Deputies, 
the due and regular performance of which are 
required for the efficteucy of almost every 
branch of public service. Without these offi- 
cers there would be no means of executing war- 
rants, decrees, or other processes of the Courts. 
aud the judicial system of the country would be 
fatally defective. 

The criminal jurisdiction of the Courts of the 
United States is very extensive. Crimes com- 
mitted within the maritime jurisdiction of the 
Unitea States are all cognizable only in the 
Courts of the United States. Crimes against 
public justice; crimes against the operations of 
the Government, such as fo or countertfeit- 

money or securities of the United States: 
mes against the Postal laws; offenses against 
the elective franchise; against the civil 
rights of citizens; against the existence of the 
Government; crimes against the Internal Rev- 
enue laws and Customs laws; crimes against 
the laws for the protection of the Indians and 
the public lands. 
ALL OF THESE CRIMES, 
and many others, can be punished only under 
the United States laws, which, taken together, 
constitute a body of jurisprudence which is vi- 
tal to the welfare of the whole country, and 
which can be enforced only by means of the 
— and Deputy-Marshals of the United 
tates. — 

In the District of Columbia, all of the proc- 
esses of the Courts are executed by the o rs 
in question. In short, the execution of the 
criminal laws of the United States service, of 
Ax civil processes in cases in which the United 
States is a party, and the execution of the Rev- 
enue laws, Neutrality laws, and many other 
laws of large importance, depends on the main- 
tenance of the Marshals and their Deputies. 
They are, in effect, only 
POLICE OF THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT. 


Officers with corresponding powers and duties 
are found in every State in the Union, and in 
N — — has jurisprudence which is 

w y ofthe name. Todeprive the National 
Gouerument of tnese officers would be as dis- 
astrous to society as to abolish Sheriffs, Con- 
stables, and police officials in the severa!

LITTLE DONE AT DENVER.

Denver, Col., June 30.—Ten o'clock this 
morming was the hour for opening the United 
States Court.

THE MATCH BONDS. 


Further Detalis of the Swindie on 
Government. 

The arrest Saturday nicht of Whitney and 
Perkins, two of the gentlemen who ficured on 
Mr. Phineas Aver's match-bond,—two worthies, 
by the way, who present all the pomposity and 
| impecuniosity of Wilkins Micawher, Esq., just 
before an exoected visit from an Under-Sheriff,— 
was followed Sunday morning by the capture of 
William J. and Matilda Ralph, two more alleged 
“‘sureties."’ They were visited at their new 
business enterprise, the Ten Mile House,” 
near Englewood, by s @elegation from the 
Marshals office, and taken in by 
virtue of the warrant sworn out Saturday even- 
ing by Special Agent Clemens, of the Internal 
Revenue Department, and. bail not being 
handy, spent Sunday afterpoon and night in 
the House af Hoffmann over the river. Yester- 
day the four capitalists appeared before Com- 
missioner Hoyne to answer to the charge of 
conspiring to defraud the Government out of 
$73,400 through the agency of a fraudulent 
match-bond. The Ralphs had — to 
secure the services of one Gibbon, who acted as 
their attornev. Whitney and Perkins had 
nobody to steady them * but — 
obliged to rely solely their 
tue and their impressive aopearance ta 
| sustein them in this their hour of trial and trib- 
ulation. The Government was represented by 
its subordinate who never appears anywhere 
but before the Commissioner and behind the 
trpe-writer. Ralph atid “his spouse were ready 
to go on with the examination, but the Goverp- 
ment represented that an order had been sent 
to Washington for the schedules of property 
and the affidavits of the bondsmen, and asked 
for a postponement until next Tuesday, by 
which time tLe batch of papers would be 
on the ground. The request was grant- 
ed. It then remaine to fix the 
bail, and the Commissioner, remarking that 
the persons before him had all represented 
themselves to de wealthy capitalists, made it 
$5,000 each. Gibbon kicked somewhat at this, 
but it was no use, and the crowd were remand- 
ed into the custody of the Marshal. The males 

made occasiona) sallies forth in the company of 
a Deputy to hunt up boadsmen, but no man 
was found to back them up. Whitney and Per- 
kins gave it up early in the day, and at their 

own request Were sent back to jail. Mr. and 
Mrs. Ralph, aloug late in the afternoon, suc- 
ceeded in picking up three suspicious and un- 
savory who were only too 
willing to go their bail, bet who 
were fruthiessly thrown out of Court 
when it appeared that they would have disgraced 
a bond in a counterfeit niekel case. The quar- 
tette therefore spent another night in jail, and 
there they will probably remain until the case | 
comes up next Tuesday, unless they — 7 
iuck with their dobdsmen in the meantime. 

The day was not allowed to pass, however, 
without further developments. The ‘tiovern- 
meot officials had become satisfied that the 
mateb-stamp obtained by Aver, and his shadows, 
the Hales, were never used in the manufacture 
of matches, but were sold and the proceeds put 
beyond Uncle Sam's reach. It therefore re- 
mained to ascertain just how and tbrough 
whose agency they sold these stamps and got the 
swag. By some very clever detective work 
they discovered that the go-between was 
no less a person than “Jim” Baxter, 
aman not without a history, and whose present 
„fake consists in managing something or 
other known as the Chicago n Company, at 
No. 172 Washington street. A warrant was im- 
mediately sworn out for Jim's “ arrest. Be- 
fore taking him into custody, however, it was 
thought best to give him a dose in the “ sweat- 
box,’’ and he was accordingly invited to be pres- 
ent at a private seance in Collector Harvey's of- 
fice in the course of the afternoon.

„ pinching a merchant.“ though not, as Harry 
once added. in his hown hoffis, by G-, sir.“ 
But he was taken foto Hoyne’s office, and, 
although Mr. Quigg pieaded for an early hear- 
ing, the case was put off until next Tuesday, 
when the others will come up. The bail was 
fixed at $5,000, and lawyer and client put down 
their names ov the bond, which was accepted. 

While the bond was being made out, a ‘1 RIB- 
UNE man stepped up to Mr. Quigg and asked 
how bis client came to be in such a situation. 
Mr. Baxter had done what any otber“ broker“ 
would bave done,—sold some property for Hale, 
and that was all there was of it. 

When Jim“ himself was approached, he at 
first denied that be knew atbing about it. When 
bent upon the rack. however, so to speak, and 
confronted by his lawver’s statement, he tolda 
voluble tale to the effect that Ayer had come 
to him and given him an order for epme goods 
at the Adams Express office, which de was to 
dispose of. This was along in January last. 
Jim“ didn’t know what. they were. They 
might have been old clothes, for ali he knew to 
the contrary, or soft-soap (like what he was 
giving the reporter). He has since beard, how- 
ever, that pre articles sold were a few match 
oo hat was all he knew about it. He 

ad acted\as any other reputable broker would 
— acted) and bad done no more. In fact, 
angels could no more. And for this he was 
“pinched.”” But it would all come out right 
ia the end. He was sure it would. 

In the meantime another and very different 
old party was wriggling in the ‘‘sweat-box.” 
The discovery by the Government officers that

Lient. DPeleng Formally Sent Off with Good 
Wishes, Speeches, aod Resolutivuas by the 
San Francisco Chamber of Commerce— 
A Hitch, 

Rax Fraxcisco, June 30.—A meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce was held to-day for the 
purpose of giving the merchants of San Fran- 
cisco an opportunity to express their admiration 
and sympathy for the North Pole Expedition.

A Divorce Sensation—Ex-Rebel Gen. Slayten 


and His Wife the Parties Interested. 
Mipeciai Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Prrrspure, Pa., June 30.—The sensational 


dtyorce- suit of Slayten vs. Slayten has assumed 
anew phase. Readers of. Tuz Trisung will 
remember that, several months ago, Gen. J. 8. 
Slaytea; of the Confederate army, and a defeat- 
ed Greenback candidate for Congress in the 


Morrisburg (Pa.) District, was skilifally induced 
to come to this city to meet his wife, from 
whom he had lately separated, and that, upon 
his arrival here, he was served with the proper 
papers in the matter of the proceedings begun 
by his wife in our County Courts 
for a legal separation.

First Report of the New Superintend- 


He Discovers a Lot of Stone Unfit for 
the. Building. 


Slow Progress on the 


Very 
Brick- Work. 


A few days ago it wae noted that the new Su- 
perinteudent of Buildings had examined 
the new City-Hall, and would submit 
his. observations to the Mayor yesterday, 
simply as a matter of  sel{-protection,— 
or, in other words, that the Mayor 
might be made aware of the condition in which 


he found the building in assuming charge of it. 
The report, if such it may be called, came to 
light late in the afternoon, and was found where 
it has not heretofore been the custom to place 

publie documents, and this after office hours. 
But. be this as it may, the document is ap- 
pended, and since it is the Orst official paper for 
some time on a question which has excited con- 
siderable attention, and since it is also unique 
in its character, u May attract some attention. 
it is follows: 

Cui. June 30. — The Hon. Carter N. Harrison, 
Mavor of the City of Chicaqo-—Sit2: Upon entering 
on my duties as Saperintenading Architect of the 
new City-Hal!, I . to make a 
careful examination of the ba 75 and also of the 
material on the ground to be used in ite constrac- 
tion. and have to report as follows: It isto be re- 
gretted that the brick-work has not been kept up as 
near as possible with that of the stone. he con- 
tractors, however. have now got the south half. 
with all the ibterior walls, backed up to the bight 
of the stonework, and next week they expect to hare 
the stone backed ap as the vorth half, after which 
they promise to be able to keep up with the stone 
contractors. In regard to the stone work already 
executed | have bad to ask the contractors to take 
down the north pier of entrance from LaSalic 
street, and two ray of windows on the same 
front, which were badly cracned. This they agreed 
to do, and to rebaild the same with proper stones. 
On the ground I found worked and ready to be put 
into the building thirty principal stones, which 1 
had to condemn in cousequence of large pieces 
being indented into some of them, whilet others 
were so completely covered with defecta as to 
make them utterly unit for apy bnilding, much 
less for such a structure as the City- Hall. I have 
written to the comtractors on the subject, a copy 
of which letter is herewith inclosed. 

For the future guidance of the Inspector J have 
inetracted him to carefdliy amine all stones 
4 for delivery, and i reject at once any 

at may be patched or defaced to any great ex- 
tent, and in no instance to it any stone to be 
* Inspected . I 

have also instructed t refuse to receive 
bricks which are net in accerdance with the con- 


tract. 

I have found that the brick and stone contractors 
have done some extra work pot included in the 
contract. I have accordingly requested them to 
furnish me witb a statement of the same. certified 
by Mr. Cleveland that he has ordered the work to 
be done, and as soon as I am able to examine these 
claims I will report to you. ATK Krex.anp,

been on the grounds for sume time. The fact is, 
the Superintendent’s report to the contrary not- 
withstanding, that the brick contractor is hold- 
ing back the work by having less than half the 
men emp:oyed he should have. His explanation 
of this condition of affairs, however, is that 
he cannot get the men at the price he is paying, 
and, furthermore, that he cannot get them even 
at Union prices unless he consebts to discharge 
the men he has, which he wil not do. That he 
is holding back the work is evidenced by the 
fact that the ground around is piled up with 
stone, and it is a little strange that this fact was 
not set out,—an oversight, perhaps,—and that in 
his tour of observation and report the Superin- 
tendent did not condemn brick as well as stone, 
—or at least set up.some standard of excelience, 
—for it is seldom that a worse lot of brick is al- 
lowed to go juto such a building. 

Aside from this report there was another 
thing which cropped out in connection with the 
building during the day. It was that the Mayor 
had some days ago Privately appointed the 
Committee of experts called for by the Council 
some weeks ago to co-operate with the Buildi 
Committee in iavestigating charges; whic 
have deen preferred with reference to 
the stone-work.

THE SUTRO TUNNEL. 


Its Complete Success as a Drain for the 
Abandoned Mines. 

Surno, Nev., June 30.—To-nieht the mount- 
ain-tops overlooking the Washoe silver region 
and the Carson Valley are ablaze with bonfires, 
and the echoes of cannon and discharges of 
giant-powder are beard in every direction. The 
event which is being celebrated is the final com- 
pletion of the Sutro tunnel for the reception of 
the water from the Comstock Mines. After tea 
years of ceaseless labor day and night, and the 
expenditure of $6,000,000, the powerful engine 
of the combination shaft of the Hale 
& Norcross and Savage Mines were 
started up this . morning at pre 
cisely 6 o'clock, discharging their water 
into the Sutro tunnel, at the mouth of which it 
made its appearance in one hour and twenty min- 
utes, showing a temperature at first of 101 do- 
grecs, which gradually tncreabed to 118 degrees. 
In eight hours the water io the long-drowned 
out mines was lowered 100 feet. — jy 
worked to a charm. ‘Tlie wooden boxes 
structed of three neh tongue and grooved hierra 
Nevada pine, did not show a leak, and not even 
a particle of steam escaped iruin them, so that the 
tunnel after the hot water was turned in showed 
barely an increase of temperature. The water 
from the Sierra Nevada, Union, Ophir, the Bo- 
nanza mines, Best & Belcher, and Gould & Curry 
will not be turned in for à couple of weeks, anil 
alter all bude its way into the tunnel it is ex- 
pected that one of the double line of boxes 

willhave ample capacity to carry off all the 
water. 

As an engineering work the success surpasses 
all expectations, and while the people are re- 
joicing, this must be considered the proudest 
day in the life of Adolph Sutro.

THE FIFTH VETO. 

The fifth veto message, called out by at- 
taching the proposed nullification of the 
Election laws to.a bill appropriating $600,- 
000.for the pay of ‘the United States Mar- 
shale, was sent into Congress by the Presi- 
dent yesterday. ‘Ihe document is an ad- 
mirable specimen uf a State paper suited to 
the occasion. It is brief and to the point. 


It was unnecessary to go over again the 


ground that was traversed in previous mes- 
sages involving precisely the same princi- 


ples, and the President contents himself with 


referring Congress to the opinions therein 
expressed. But his message points out in a 
forcible way the urgent necessity for provid- 
ing for the Marshals’ pay by describing the 
extent and importance of their duties. He 
properly designates the United States - Mar- 
shals as “the only police of the United 


‘States Government.” Thechief provision of 


the Revised Statutes with regard to these 
officers is that they shall have the 
same powers in executing the laws of 
the United States that Sheriffs and their 
deputies in each State have in executing the 
laws of such State. The criminal jurisdic. 
tion of the United Statesin the District of 
Columbia, in the Territories, and in all the 
States, so far as the crimes committed against 
the General Government go, depends upon 
the efficiency of the Marshals, who serve the 
warrants, make the arrests, and enforce the 
mandates of the United States Courts. To 
deprive the National Government of these

The cheaper they work, 
the more of the eight-hour gentlemen will 
be employed; the dearer they charge, the 
fewer of them will find situations. 
The amount of consumption depends 
on the cost of the goods produced. 
The «consuming public cannot pur- 
chase more goods than they are able to buy, 
and they can buy no more than the equiva- 
lent of their earnings; and a man's earnings 
must be in proportion to hia work. If he 
works little, he earns little; if he works 
much, he earns much, and has more to spend 
in buying things that he wants than if he 
works but little. 

If Sam GotpwaTer was endowed with the 
reflecting faculty he would perceive that no 
more men can be employed on the eight- 
hour principle than on the ten, and that the 
average earnings of each man, measured by 
the purchasing power of his wages, will be 
diminished in proportion as he works less, 
and therefore earns less. The trouble with 
Sam's mental structure is myope,—shortness 
of sight. In looking at the workers under 
his nose he fails to see the consumers be- 
yond them. He takes in only one side of 
the labor problem. He thinks it makes no 
difference. to consumers how much they 
are charged, and that they will buy the 
same quantity of merchandise no matter 
how dear the goods may be; and on this 
utterly false assumption he and Parsons, 
and those like them, jump at the fool’s con- 
clusion that the fewer hours men work the 
more wages they will get and the more 
laborers will be employed, wholly overlook- 
ing the obvious fact that people can pur- 
chase goods only to the amount of their own 
earnings, and the less they work the less 
they will earn; and that the dearer the 
goods the fewer they can buy, and the fewer 
goods that are bought the less number of 
persons can be employed to make them.

It is not possible, of course, to form any 
approximate estimate at the present time of 
the relative strength of these three contend- 
ing factions, but it may be safely predicted 
that the mass of the votes will be divided 
between the Republicans and the Conatitu- 
tionalists, and that the ‘‘ Workingmen’s 
Party of California” will poll so few votes 
that Kearney and his kind will never again 
be regarded as formidable leaders on the 
Pacific Coast.

ENGLISH SPARROWS IN AMERICA. 

A sad warning to amateur naturalists, who 
think they can improve upon the natural 
distribution of the beasts of the field and the 
birds of the air, is afforded by the experience 
of the American people with the English 
sparrow, We knew the English sparrow of 
old as a brisk, impertinentgittle fellow, said 
to be useful in protecting trees from insects, 
and renowned for a sociable disposition and 
domestic tastes. This reputation did well 
enough while the English sparrows remained 
at home. But in an evil hour some city 
gentlemen began to import them into this 
country, and the result has been the total 
destruction of the good name, which they 
once enjoyed. 

Dr. Exxzorr Cours, the ornithologist, was 
among the first to point out the danger of 
acclimatizing the English sparrows. His 
chief objection to them was their amazing 
fecundity, and the absence of the natural 
checks on their increase in this country 
which in England are abundant. The ene- 
mies of the sparrows in América,

They are willing to pay an anthor something 


one easily comprehended by the whole read- 
1ng public, easily enforced, . unites conven- 
ones and unlimited reading with just com- 
pensation to the author, aud would be whol- 
ly unobjectionable in this country and in 
Europe. That scheme is to require 
every man in this coun- 
try the book of a foreign author to 
pay to that author a royalty of 10 per cent 
on the wholesale price of the book, and leav- 
ing the publishing free to all men. This 
would open the way for an immense increase 
in the reading of good books; it would add 
largely to the income of authors; and these 
two are really the Only considerations in- 
volved in the question of international copy- 
right. Rating an ordinary English novel, 
the reprint of which is now sold at whole- 
sale at 40 cents in paper, 80 cents in 
cloth, and of which 10,000 copies in the 
cheap and 3,000 copies in the bound fein 
are sold, the author's royalty would be ; 
But, under the free publication law, 
book would be sold wholesale at 10 cents 
paper anid 40 cents in the more durable form. 
Of the cheaper edition the sales would reach 
probably to 100,000 copies, and of the other 
to 20,000; the author would receive for his 
property in these sales $2,300, while there 
would be 120,000 purchasers against the 13,- 
000 who buy at present prices. 

Such a law would be a great blessing to 
consumers and to the authors’; it would, to 
adopt Mr. Conanr’s idea, do an immense 
educational work in the way of counteract- 
ing the ignorance thrown on our shores 
from Europe; and would, in the proportion 
of 120 to 13, extend the influence of good 
reading among the fifty millions of people of 
the Republic. 

This principle might well be extended to 
authors and publishers at home and abroad. 
The national and international copyright 
might be made identical, and the property of 
an author at home and broad might be fixed 
at a given sum, say 10 per cent of the whole- 
sale price of the book, with free publication 
by anybody. Then would follow the widest 
circulation of books, the vast multiplication 
of purchasers and of readers, and both read- 
ers and authors would share the blessings 
and the profits of this great revolution in the 
production of books. That is the only kind 
of international copyright likely ever to 
meet the approval of any people in any 
country.

The presence of KAN and his follow- 
ers in California politics gives the campaign 
in that State a National interest.

they oppose the Republicans on general 
principles, and the Constitutionalists, whom 
they call the ‘‘ Honorable Bilks,” because 
they charge the latter with the purpose of 
stealing their plunder only to misconstrue 
the new Constitution and defeat its legiti- 
mate ends. 

The Constitutionalista more nearly resem- 
ble the former Granger organization in this 
and other Northwestern States than any other 
political faction. They have nosympathy with 
Communism as understood by ite friends and 
believers who reside in the cities, and deng 
that there was ever any intention to put such 
a construction upon the new Constitution as 
would be favorable to Communism. At the 


many. In America’ théy are protected by 
law and artificially coddled, while in England 
they are left to take care of themselves. Dr.

His ambition in this direction began 
before he became Viceroy; and, while 
his uncle was still on the throne, 
he purchased vast estates and establish- 
ed himself as a power among the peo- 
ple. When he had subceeded to the 
reins of Government, he introduced the Eu- 
ropean methods of improvement and devel- 
opment, He ko of Cairo one of the rich- 
est and most tiful cities in the world. 
He reclaimed half a million acres of bad 
lands, end put in preparation the reclamation 
of nearly as much more. Under his manage- 
ment the cotton yield of Egypt grew from 
the insignificant proportions of a few thou- 
sand bales to a supply equal to one-sighth of 
the entire European consumption. It was 
he who introduced the cultivation of sugar- 
cane, which is now the third in rank of the 
Egyptian staples. He proceeded upon the 
theory that the resources of Egypt, watered 
by the Nile and its dependencies, were prac- 
tically inexhaustible, and that the country 
could regain its ancient supremacy. He 
built villages all along the river and the 
canals, and made cities out of towns that 
were struggling for existence. The com- 
pletion of the Suez Canal was due to his 
energy and encouragement, and a thousand 
vessels now through it that formerly sail- 
od to India the Cape of Good Hope. 
Over 1,000 miles of railroad were construct. 
ed during the sixteen years of IAN reign, 
and 4,000 miles of telegraph stretch through 
thelandinalldirections.

He then drew up an adver- 
tisement of the race, which be submittea to 
Waixel and Avery for inspection.: Mr, Avery 
found uo fault with tne advertisement except 
that portion which referred to the stake-money. 
He requested that this feature of the race be 
not made public, and his request was 
complied with by Col. Conley. In the mean- 
time each party had put up a forfeit of $235, the 
total sum be deposited with Mr. Avery. 
Nothing more was heard of the matter by Mr. 
Waixel for a day or two, until Mr. Brenock 
came to him and seid that he did not want to 
trot, ask if Waixel would give back his 
(Breuock’s)forfeit money, Mr. Waixel replied 
that be was perfectly willing to do so, providing 
Mr. Avery raised no objection.

THE STEAMBOAT LAWS.

American steamers are held to a rigid acconnta- 
bility concerning the relative number of passen- 
gers carried Cn any one irip to the whole number 
allowed by law. The law distinctly states that 
only so many shall be alle on board on stated 
trips of a boat running On a regular line. This 
number is based on tonnage. In case of excursions, . 
by a special permit issued by the Board of Loca 
Inspectors, under certain regulations, the number 
may be increased, but such special permit must be 
obtained for each excursion. In all cases adequate 
hfe-saving appliances must be put on board in pro- 

rtion to the number of passencera or excursivn- 

ts carried. There is no deviation in the rule; the.

The Debt Question in the Constitutional 


Convention. 

New Orang, June 30.—The Convention 
considered the reports of the Committee on 
State Debt. The majority report makes the 
debt as it exists the ist of January, 1879, 83, 
168,318, and provides for bonds payable in 
thirty years, bearing 4 per cent interest, which 
shali be exchanged for conselidased bonds on 
or before Jan. 1, 1882. 

The minority report provides mat the princi- 
pal of the consolidated bonds issued “by the 
State is declared to be a valid obligation, and 
shall remain inviolate. that interest be paid at 
8 per cent for five years from the lst of Janua- 
ry, 1880, and 4 per cent thereafter. The annual 
tive and a half mill tax to pay the interest is re- 
duced to three mi and coupon of the 
consolidated bonds falling om the ist of 
January, 1880, remitted, and any interest taxes 
coli to meet said coupons transferred to 


Northwest in order to supply the starving red 
men with food.

NO SYMPATHY WITH THE SOCIALISTS. 

The /reie Presse of yesterday copies from the 
Volks Freund, with editorial approval, an article 
in reference to the. report of Dr. Schmidt’s 
speech recently published in Tun Tainuxx. 
After giving the editorial comments of Turn 
Tripune Sunday, the Volks Freund says: 

The uence of this inconsiderate, incen- 
diary oration of this weak-minded gray-beard and 
office-hunter, Dr. Schmidt, andthe inflammatory 
utterances of those professional agitators of the 
Arbeiter Zéitung, is that thé old nativiem is again 
showing its hideous face. The Anglo-American 
press is again going for the foreigner. Soon the 
share which the German-American element of the 
people had in the culture and  polit- 
ical fate of this great country will 
be forgotten. The forerunners of a new nativ- 
istic movement have shown themselves here al- 
ready recently in tempérance movements and in 
their attacks on German instruction, and the old 
Know-Nothingism will soon break out afresh. 
There is danger of losing what the German-Amer- 
ican element has gained during this quarter of a 
century of activity, for the American politician is 
a clear-headed calculator.

But we mast laugh at the threate of these fel- 
lows. There is too much common sense in the 
people for the working Classes to listen to the talk 
of these egitato and to continse supvorting 
them with their hard-earned money. The more 
extravagant these demagognes are, the sooner or 
latergthe So¢ialist party will die out, just as in 
other cities of this coantry, where from thon- 
sands they have dwindled

THE WHEAT DEAL. 
CLOSE OF THE JUNE OPTION. 

There was considcrable of an agreeable disap 
pointment on Change yesterday. Those who 
expected that the combination which controls 
all the No. 2 spring wheat in sight in this coun- 
try and en route for Europe would advance the 
price to figures so far unbeard of, and they who 
looked for a scene of wild commotion and the 
alley“ full of lame ducks, were both treated 
to what Old Bill Allen, of Ohio, in one of bis 
profane moods, would call “a d—d barren 
ideality.“ The combination insisted cn no ad- 
vance in the price of the cereal.

The business on Change was 3 
paratively light. The car-load lots went to the 
combipation, and those who had settlements 
maturing did not bother themselves about 
securing any of the grain. It was 
really cheapef and less troublesome to walk up 
to the Captain's office and settle the difference. 
As the hour for ciosing the June deal drew nigh, 
a hustling, pushing crowd of settlement clerks 
made their way to the office of the agents of the 
combination, some with wheat receipts and 
others with checks for differences, and for over 
two houts the full clerical force of the aforesaid 
ageuts was as busy as beavers. It was a prat- 
tical revival of the famous English ballad, ‘* The 
Old Sexton,” ‘with bis eminently practical re- 
frain, ** | gather them in.”

THE ANTI-DIAZ REVOLT. 


A Formidable Mexican Revolution on Foot 
Secret’ Documents Throw Light on the 
Movement—Sympathy and Aid from Amer- 
loans Expected. : 

Fan Francisco Chronicle, June 23. 
The ominous silenee which for some months 
has prevailed in regard to Mexican politics and 
military matters has been broken by the charac- 


teristic storm of revolution. This silence in 


Mexico never fails to end in the result named. 
The announcement by telegraph that Gen. Ne- 
grete, Commander-in-Chief of the army, had, at 
the bead of 3,000 adberents, pronounced against 
President Diaz, was startling news to the 
foliowers of the latter, here and elee- 
where, who believed that Diaz was in- 
vincible in Mexico. They had boasted 
that the “Dictator” kept Juarez in con- 
stant dread, and that be overthrew Lerdo. Now 
the time has come when his own power is threat- 
ened. The Chronicle has come into possession of 


important documents which give a complete in 
sight into the causes which produced the existing 
revolution ahd the objects sought to be at- 
tained. To the American public it seemed that 
the Government of was poplar and emi- 
netitly successful, but the latest Mexican jour- 
ndls, hostile to the Administration of the threat- 
ened President, show that the feel against 
Diaz for months past has ended in bitter hos- 
tility. Heis charged with having completeiy 
failed in carrying out the reforms proclaimed 
in thé plans of Taxtepee and Palo Blanco. 
These reforms were merely on paper, and it was 
utterly impossible to put them in practice. But 
the average Mexican politician is an idealist and 
will not hesitate to plunge the country into 
anarchy and bloodshed for a chimerical idea. 

The irreconcilable enemies of Diaz are the 
very radicals who placed him in power. They 
are the men who fomented public opinion 
against Lerdo while Diaz was organizing his 
little army in the mountain fastnesses of 
Oaxaca. red of the rule of Diaz they now 
seek for a change; Dut it must be admitted that 
the change, so far as set forth in the orivate 
documents in our possession, is intended for the 
better, for, if successful, the new party will 
have at its as will be seen hereafter, the 
element to give it stability and permanence. 
We must first give the reader to understand 
that the present movement against Diaz is 
widespread and that it contains the leading and 
most aggressive military men in the country. 
Already Gen. Negrete is in the field, and he 
is to be the Commartier-in-Chief of the revolu- 
tionary forces. In addition the following Gen- 
erals, at the head of trained troops, bave taken 
the fleld, though the telegraph is silent 
on this, point: Gen. Juan Lerma is 
master of the situation h the mouotains of 
Tepic, and ft is entirely — ＋ that dy this 
time bimseif and his followers are in posses- 
sion of Gundalajara and the City of Tepic, This 
would give them the port of San Blas, which bas 
always been considered a point of great impor 
tance in military movements on the Pacific. 
Gen. Rincon and Gen. Francisco Castenado are 
in power in the interior, and Gen. Cipriano Ruiz 
and Gen. Estevan Garcia are operating in the 
central, States. Gen. Garcia de la Cadena, Gov- 
ernor of the State of Zacatecas, a man of na- 
tional, influence and popular throughout the 
whole country, has declared that his State ac- 
cepts the plan of the revolutionists and is al- 
ready in arms against Diaz. Gens. Trevino and 
Naranjo, the chief itary authorities in the 
frontier States, have been removed by the Pres- 
ident, who suspected them of disloyalty. They 
are in for the revolt against Diaz, and will cer- 
tainly control the entire frontier. 

Gen. Carillo de Albornos is the head of the 
political junta which is to control the politics 
of the new party. He is very wealthy, is a first- 
class business man, and has great executive 
ability. He represents the capital of the Re- 
public and wili carry with him the combined in- 
fluence of that element. The present revolu- 
tion was started to remedy the many abuses 
that hare grown up under the existing Admin- 
istration. Its leaders, both political and mili- 
tary, have determined upon a complete change 
in the management of public affairs, and even 
in the system of government so far as its stabil- 
ity is concerned. They declare for a new sys- 
tem of revenue, a National banking system, a 
regularly organized navy, and immediate dip- 
lomatic relations with France, Germany, and 
England, so that Mexico may no longer be 
outlawed by three of the leading nations 
of Europe. They , guarantee, when in 
power, the immediate «construction of a 
railroad from San Blas to the City of Mexico, 
and also the construction of a line from Guay- 
mas north to connect with the Southern Pacific, 
now being pushed through Arizona to the bor- 
der of Sonora. The leaders of the revolution, 
for the first time in the history of Mexican revo- 
lutions, openly and above-board apneunce that 
in carrying out te schemes named and others 
of a kin character, they appeal for aid to 
the United States in order to carry out the re- 
forms and enterprises, and admit that without 
this “ayuda” they cannot accomplish their 
purposes. The word quoted means aid or assist- 
ance, but in this sense can be interpreted as 
leaning toward a protectorate. The agents in 
the United States who represent the new revo- 
lutionary party interpret the word “ayuda” in 
this way. Asan evidence that the revolutionists 
mean. what they say, they are now in negotia- 
tion with leading Americans interested in Mex- 
ican affairs for the purchase of arms and ammu- 
nition. For these a certain amount of money will 
be paid, and the rest will be 
ponds or franchises.

AGRICULTURAL BISTRESS IN ENGLAND. 


Landlords’ Rents Must Come Down—But 
Cheap Imported Food Is a Benefit to the 
Nation. 


London Times, June 18. 

An interesting economic problem is raised 
by the present. agricultural distress and the 
fall of rents which is taking place. The main 
cause is the comparatively low prices of agri- 
eutural produce as compared with those cur- 
rent a few years ago, coupled: with bad sea- 
sons, which have simultaneously diminished 
the gross yield of the crops. If the farmer 
could have got a better price for the smaller 
yield, as he used to Gp ‘when seasons were 
bad, the result would not have been 80 disas- 
trous. But is the condition of things which 
these results imply really and permenently un- 
favorable to the country as a Whole, and not 
merely for the time to the farming. and 


landowning interests? It may well be 
that the evil to a single interest, 
which also seems for the present to 


contribute to the general depression, may re- 
sult from causes which have a permanent effect 
quite different from the temporary one, and we 
believe that this is really the case. The low 
prices of food, which are so disastrous to farm- 
ers and land owners for the moment, must be 
pronounced, on the whole, a good thing for the 
country. So far as they are the result of per- 
mapent causes likely to continue in operation 
they must coptribute greatly to our prosperity 
in the coming years. ' 

The maximum injury on the farming and 
land-ownitng tnterest which these low prices can 
inflict, theugh it may still havea very great ef- 
fect socially, is apt to be very much exaggerated 
as regards its actual amount. The impression 
given by reported reductions of 20, 30, and even 
50 per cent in rents is that agriculturcis almost 
coming to anendaltogether. But to put the im- 
pression in words is to show its — 
It is quite plain that although reductions 
rent take place after a series of bad seasons of 
unusus! length, this is no measure of the per- 
manent state of farming under the pew condi- 
tions. With better harvests, even if prices 
continue low, the whole return to farmer and 
landowner will be better than it is pow. Final- 
ly, there will probably be a moderate diminu- 
tion of rent in the a , and a part of the 
soil may be thrown out of cultivation, or the 
mode of cultivation changed, involving the loss 
of employment, therefore, for a certain amount 
of labor and capital, But, compared with the 
aggregate resources of the country, what can 
be the amount of these losses even on 
a very unfavorable supposition? The whole 
ann value of land vader Schedule A is 
about £67,000,000.

more than a tenth part, the labor to be dis- 
placed can ouly be a fraction of that tenth part. 
Cotnparatively, then, the change will be one 
only slightly affecting the resources of a countr 
like England. The displacement of a.tent 
psrtof anindustry which is itself only a tenth 


ot the whole industry of the country 
would only come to 1 per cent of the 
total, and we doubt if dis- 


placement will be even so great. Everything 
in our industry is on so large a scale that the 
displacement in absolute amount will appear 
most formidable to those in contact witn it, but 
we must not forget in these questions how large 
are the comparative figures we are deating with 

While this will be the extent of the mischief, 
there will obviously be gains on the other side. 
What the landowners lose, as far u tne industry 
itself is continued, and there is no corresponda- 
ing displacement of labor and capital, wil! clear- 
ly be so much gained to the rest of the country. 
The fall in rents will represent, not a reduction, 
but a transference of Income. However im- 
portant this may be soctally, it is clearly of no 
consequence in a question of the aggregate 
income of the country. The gain to the whole 
community may even more than what 
the landlords: lose. The fall of rents arises 
from conditions tnvolyin low prices for 
stock and implerents, and for materials which 
farmers put into the soil.—from conditions, 
therefore, which may lead to a much greater re- 
duction of the p.ice of farm produce to the 
cousumer than the amount of the aggregate 
fall in rental value distributed over the value of 
those products. Bat we need not insist on this 
int. It is enough to show that what land- 
lords lose in rent through a fall in the prices of 
agricultural produce must be a gain to the rest 
of the community. It is also unnecessary to 
discuss whether, as regards the future produc- 
tion of wealth, it ip better that the community, 
as a whole, should gain, and not the landlord 
class. We are disposed to think that the sbeud- 
ing of the masses is likely to stimulate industry 
more than the spending of the few, but consia- 
ering that probably a capitalist class saves more 
than the mass of the community, it would be a 
difficult point to settle Whether the growth of 
national wealth in the aggregate will be ad- 
vanced by the change. 

But while the community, as a whole, will 
thus gain what the laudlords lose through a fall 
in the price of home agricultural produce, we 
must not forget that on all imported produce 
the low prices are an absolute gain to us. The 
lower the prices are the better. A reduction all 
round of 20 per cent on £100,000,000 worth of 
food imported would be an absolute saving of 
420,000,000 annually to the whole community. 
It would constitue u ne fund for us to enjoy 
and save. The efforts now being made, there- 

ore. to bring us cheapfood from abruad are to 

» witnessed not merely with equanimity, but 
with bope. So faras the cheapness resalts from 
a diminution of the real cost of production 
abroad, as apparentivit does, the reduction in 
the cost of transit being so important a factor 
in the price of food, it simply means that we are 
to be fed at a smaller real cost than heretofore, 
—that we shall get the same food as before in 
exchange for asmalierquaatity of our on pro- 
duetions and manufactures.

The general feeling against the Inaians, he re- 
marked, was one of extreme prejudice. From 
an examination of the laws, he was surprised to 
find what methods of suppression the Nation 
had used in its treatment of the Indian. Under 
such laws in vogue bere, Chicago, inside of ten 
years, would be a wilderness. ‘The laws seemed 
to have been made in favor of traders and con- 
tractors. The earliest laws made trading free, 
while the latest enactments shut up to him 
every opportunity torise. Trading with the In- 
dians had beeu surrounded by such restrictions 
as to almost prohibit it. The Indian had been 
moved and removed into the wilderness, there to 
commence civilized life once more. The most 
ust privileges bad deen denied him. 

y a statute of 1847, the Indian couid not make 
a contract,—could not bind himself by a con- 
tract. Think of such alawin Chicago! By an- 
other statute, an Indian could be represented at 
Washington, or any other place for that matter, 
by an attorney. It was a penal offense for an 
Indian to make a bargain without the approval 
of the Secretary of the Interior and the Indian 
Commissioncr. It was only of late years, un- 
der the new change of pvlicy, that Indians were 
sent East to be governed. The outrage on the 
Poncas surpassed avy ever before perpetrated 
on that tribe. ‘The Pogeas were ape J the 
oldest tribes in the race, and their origina! 
seat was in Nebraska. In their treaty 
with the United States, the Poncas 
ceded certain lands to the Goverument, under 
certain restrictions and provisions. In 1855 the 
Government’s representatives went out there 
and moved for another treaty. It was notice- 
able that all attempts to form new treaties 
came from the whites. The new treaty was 
known as the supplemental treaty. It ceded 
and relinquished several townships to the 
Poucas, who continued to live on this ground. 
They numbered some 700 persons, had 256 
horses, aid were livmg comfortably aud peace- 
tally. Setretary Schurz, in a report two years 
ago, enpoke most highly of them as peaceadle, 
industrious [ndians. In January, 1877, however, 
the agents of we Government suddenly appear- 
ed, and stated thie, by orders of the President, 
they must move out. ‘The speaker had looked 
for some authority for this, but was 
unable to find anything of the kind. The 
Secretary, however, and the Indian Commis- 
sioner, sought to explain it by reference to an 
appropriation of $1,000,000 for Indian removals, 
in which appropriation was a proviso that a cer- 
tain portion might be used by the Secretary for 
the removal of the Poncas, That was all, and 
yet the tribe had been removed.

The only reason given by the Secretary at this 
day for not returning the Poncas. to their 
homes was that the unwisdem of removing In- 
dians from the Indian Territory was apparent 
to all! But some of the Poncas had from 
the Territory and sought their old homes. Ar- 
rested, they had been released on a writ ot 
habeas corpus by Judge Dandy, United States 
District Judge at Omaha, and the pressing ques- 
tion now was, how to get back the rest of the 
tribe. To that question the speaker of the

For the six weeks in question, therefore, the 
loss to the Canadian revenue by the increase in 
the rate of duties is about 87 per ceutum; and 
reports for May at fourteen of the principal 
vorts of the Dominion show a loss already in the 
amount of duties collected of $212,588, ar about 
26 per centum, in comparison with the returns 
for May of last vear under the old revenue tariff. 

This loss of revenue, if its continues, means a 
deticit of the same amount in the Ca pu- 
Cet. and that deficit. me Canada taxpayer ust 
make good by direct taxation; he must mit 
to the indirect loss ifcurred by paying higher 
prices for almost evety imported article, and for 
many articles chat are produced at home. For 
what good? In return he; gets onlv a hypothet- 
ical and contingent compensation inethe possi- 
ble revival of a few Canadian industries. But 
even the mushroom iodustries of protection 
will not grow up until the new tariff policy of 
Canada becomes a system reasouably cuaran- 
teed for a series of years. Canadian manutact- 
urers have eyes avd ears and enough intelli- 
gence not to embark their capital under a policy 
which is as yet in its experimental aud fluctuat- 
ing stage.
